•NIHILISTIC MOVEMENTS. 


A strong revival of the Nihilist agita- 


;ion is now going on in Buusia. A copy 
of the revolutionary reprint, Narodhage 
Wolja, announces that the outbreak of 
revolution is imminent. 
Since the 


Czar'g return from Moscow fresh pre- 
cautions hare been taken for his safety. 
No one is allowed to know twenty-four 
hours in advance what th« Ozar's move- 
ments will be. The police are in ac- 
tive communications with the Vienna, 
Berlin and Paris police. The German 
government has ordered increased sur- 
veillance over the Socialists living in 
that country. It is feared they have 
formed relations with the Geneva and 
Preach anarchists, whose recent out- 
break alarmed the 
whole country. 


Monarchs everywhere are uneasy. They 
live year in and year out prisoners in 
their own households, and dare not 
move unless accompanied by a strong 
military enoort. The great question is, 
when and what is to be the end of all 
this? Surely the end must ooma sooner 
or Inter. For the sake of humanity it 
is to be hoped it will be without blood- 
shed, but that it will be is extremely 
doubtful.

The Grand Jury at Washington on 


the Sls.t presented among other docu 
ments an affidavit by William Dickson 
one of the Star-route jurymen, averring 
that he had been offered $2,500 by 
Henry A. Bowsn, an agent of the Gov 
ernment, to influence the jury. Thi 
Judge held that the manner of present 
ing the affidavit was entirely improper 
and ordered Dickson to be brought into 
Court to answer for contempt. 


A singular case has just been decided 


by the Supreme Court of Kansas. It 
was a habeas corpus case before the Su- 
preme Court, in which the grand-pa- 
rents in England of Emily-0. Evans, 
•ix years old, and heiress to a fortune, 
claim the right to take her from the 
care ef the Sisters of the Asylum of St. 
Vincent de Paul, at Levenworth, and 
restore her to her English home. Judge 
Braner'i opinion is very voluminous, as 
the case is a very novel one. Fen ton, 
counsel for the Sisters, argued that the 
mother of the child gave it to the Siu- 
teri, that her last wish should be law, 
and that no court has a right to expirate 
an American citizen. Judge Ide, coun- 
sel for the petitioners, argued that the 
child, if permitted to remain here and 
be oduoated in the Bomaa Catholic faith 
would lone a considerable inheritance, 
as its grandfather's will stipulates that 
it will be educated in the Protestant 
faith and marry a Protestant. In his 
opinionJudge Braner held that the child 
en being given t» its grand-parents, will 
not only inherit the fortune but will 
have tho influence of a natnial home 
around it, while if subject to the rigid 
rule of an institution, which, however 
good, is not like that of a home. Hop- 
ple Hall, of London, agent for the 
grand-parents, is here, and will leave 
with her for London next week. The 
inheritance consists of an annuity of 
$1,650 until the child's majority, after 
which she becomes ownerjof quite a 
large amount of property in London.

A seel picture of life in Ireland is 


drawn by George M. Stearns, of Cbioo- 
pee, in a recent letter. He declares 
that no one can conceive how wretchedly 
poor and destitute human beings can be 
and live until he has ridden by cabin 
and crib an-J all the nameless shifts for 
shelter thp.t offend the eye between 
Glengariff and Killarney. Not one de- 
cent home, not one tidy, comfortable 
dwelling, not one cleanly, well-fed, neat 
human being did he see. Troops of 
sad, wan, starved children, nearly nak- 
ed, smeared to the eyes with dirt and 
ashes, followed him mile after mile, 
plaintively wailing, "A penny, if ye 
plaze sur." Men and women with the 
dull, dead expression of despair in their 
eyes waded out to gazo upon him from 
their cabins and holes in the ground, or 
between the rooks, literally ankle deep 
in the mud, and clad in such tattered 
tatters that Lazarus was attired in 
princely robes in comparison. Deer 
stood in the fields and birds sat upon 
the trees, fearless of man, for no Irish- 
man is permitted to have a gun or to 
touch bird or beast, even though his 
family starve before bis eyes. In the 
whole long ride of fifty-four miles he 
never saw a dog, and he exclaims1; 
"Think of a people too -poor to keep a 
dog!" 


Alaska Sillies. 


An old Arizona prospector, named 


Moore, arrived at Victoria a few days 
ago from Alaska, and reports some good 
discoveries of bituminous coal, gold, sil- 
ver, copper and nickel, about 150 miles 
from the Copper river country. Mr. 
Moore brought down a specimen of the 
coal and a lot of excellent looking quartz 
from the lead with which be is connect- 
ed on Douglas island. Beautiful mar- 
ble, white, cloudy and dark, has been 
found by an old miner named Willough- 
by,' on Admirality island, between Silica 
and Harrisburg. Messrs. Webster and 
Lockhnrdt have traced a fine lead of 
quartz, three-fourths of a mile wide, 
about five miles in the direction of Sil- 
ver Bar. This is act far from Harris- 
burg. Another old prospector named 
Daly has discovered a new lead on 
Douglas island, which is 1,000 feet wide 
and upon which three companies are 
already located.

Nothing was consequent- 
ly heard of him until last week, when 
his skelaton was discovered with both 
hands in a bear trap. Goodenough in 
some way got his hands caught in 
the jaws of the trap, and was unable to 
remove them, and no assistance baing 
near, he died from starvation. 


In a lecturs upon the "great comet of 


1881," the Astronomer Boyal of Ire- 
land, Prof. B. S. Ball, states that col- 
lisions of the earth vrHh comets have 
often occurred, and others will doubt- 
less occur in the future. The last of 
these collisions was in June, 1881, when 
the earth passed through the tail of a 
large comet. Had the earth passed 
thiough the densest part of the nucleus 
hn did not know what the result would 
have been, but thinks the consequences 
would not have been serious. On the 
occasion mentioned the only indication 
that a collision had taken place was the 
peculiar appearance of the sky as ob- 
served at what was probably the very 
time when the earth was enclosed in 
the tail of the comet.

t'aat Caleb Hobbs of Linoolaton, N. C., 
who s"huffled off his mortal coil on ac- 
count of the death of a mule to which 
he was attached.

live without his mule, and mixing a lot 
of whiskey and laudanum, swallowed 
it. He was found dead. If the owner 
had died first, the mule would not have 
committed suicide. He would have 
had too much good sense. 


Good Work. 


In the course of a few years the 


Northern Pacific Bailroad will run 
through an avenue of shade trees hun- 
dreds of miles in length. This.exten- 
sive tree planting is being done to pro- 
tect the road from storms and snow 
drifts, ID addition to having a large 
gang of men at this work between Fargo 
and Bistnark, in Dakol.a, the officers 
distributed immense quantities of seed- 
lings and cuttings to tHe farmers settled 
on the land grant, and offered prizes for 
skill in forestry. 


Postal Estimates. 


Postmaster-General Howe has com- 


pleted an estimate of the receipts and 
expenditures of the Posfcoffiee Depart- 
ment for the next fiscal year, ending 
June 30, 1884. The estimate places 
the receipts at $50,670,456, and the ex- 
penses at $46,741,111, making the es- 
timated excess of receipts over expendi- 
tures $3,029,345. 


Education In Japan.

primary schools. The whole empire is 
divided into eight collegiate depart- 
ments witU one college to each depart- 
ment. Eve-n children under six years 
of age will be compelled to attend the 
primary school.

The United States District-Attorney 


! has decided not to abide by the decision 
of Acting Secretary French concerning 
the immigration rights of Chinese who 
were California residents before the 
Swift treaty went into force. A test 
case is to be made with the first China- 
man of that category who arrives. He 
will be arrested, and the steamer which 
brings him will be seized. The case, if 
necessary, will be carried up the United 
Stafes Supreme Oonrt.

V Stron-f IrrHHut. 


Among £the sagebrush, throughout 


Nevada, grows a peculiar herb or weed 
generally known as a rabbit brush. It 
it is a foot or so in height, and at this 
season of the year is particularly distin- 
guished by a bright yellow flower, 
something after the "golden rod" style, 
giving the hillsides a decidedly yellow- 
ish cast. About this time, too, catarrh 
and kindred troubles of the nose, eyes, 
and lungs, generally coming .under the 
head of "hay fever," are prevalent. 
This is caused by uthe extreme dry at- 
mosphere, charged with dust or floating 
impalpable particles wafted from ripen- 
ing grasses, floral plauts and herbage 
generally, which being breathed into 
the nose and lungs irrates the already 
too dry and feverish passages and mub- 
ous membranous surfaces of the nose 
and lungs.
